The Agency, in accordance with the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act 
(FIFRA), as amended, has completed reviewing all of the information submitted with your 
application to support the reregistration of the above referenced product in connection with the 
Busan 77 RED, and has concluded that your submission is acceptable. The label referred to 
above, submitted in connection with registration under FIFRA, as amended, is acceptable.

For maximum effectiveness pools, 
clean spas, whirlpools, hot tubs, decorative fountains and [synthetically lined] ponds containing heavy growth of 
algae prior to using this product.

For pools having just visible algae growth, add an initial dose of 11 to 17 fluid ounces of this product per 10,000 
gallons of water and remove settled algae debris by cleaning. Add 2 to 4 fluid ounces of this product per 10,000 
gallons of water every 5 to 7 days after initial treatment for maintenance.
